| Siege of PRAGUE; 


BY THE 


Prince de Deux Ports. 


H E Care of defending the 

Town of Prague having been 
committed to Marſhal Belliſſe, 

his Excellency ordered on the 15th of 
June the Parapets of the Ramparts to 
be raiſed, which for want of Repair 
were almoſt ruined, and where the 
Place would admit of it, he cauſed Pa- 
lifades and Friſes to be made; and though 
there was no Suſpicion at that Time, 
that the Enemy would undertake the 
B Siege

Siege of Prague, ſtill the Marſhal left 
no Meaſures untried to put the Town ia 
the beſt Poſture of Defence, through 
an Exceſs of Precaution ; which however 
happened to prove very uſeful to us after- 
terwards by the Enemy's Imprudence. 
The Auſtrians after having remained a 
long while in their Camp, whoſe Right 
extended to the Upper Moldau, decamped 


the 26th of Juh, and paſſed before the 


Park, extending their left Wing to an 
oppoſite Eminence, their Centre to the 
Park, and their Right in Arrear to the 
Village of Mothal, where the Grand 
Duke kept his General Quarters. Gene- 
ral Bathiani having paſſed a great Hol- 
low that lay before him, went and en- 
camped oppoſite to the Viſeberat, leav- 


ing the Hollow in his Rear; the Hun- 
garians, Voluntcers, Croatians, Pandours, 


Talpaſbes, and others encamped on his 
Right, behind Count Madiany and the 
Village of Michel, and made themſelves 
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Maſters of the Poſts of Tra, Liben, 
and Potrofy, that extend along the Wind- 
ings of the Lower Maldau : However, 
all theſe Movements could not induce us 
to imagine that the Enemy intended to 
lay Siege to the Town ; though we had 
been given to underſtand, that they had 
ſent for their heavy Artillery to Vienna, 
and even that it was arrived; but we 


could not conceive how they could im- 


poſe on themſelves ſo far, as to believe 
they were able to force a Town garri- 


ſoned at that Time by an Army of a- 


bout 30,000 Men. Reflecting therefore 
on the Arduouſneſs of the Enterprize, 
we concluded that they only intended to 
blockade us. 


Nevertheleſs Marſhal Belliſſe, as he 
was reſolved to omit no Manner of Pre- 
caution neceſſary for the Defence of the 
Town, ordered the Terraplains of the 


Rawparts, that were not of a ſufficient 
B 2 Depth, 
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Depth, to be dug deeper, and had Eſ- 
paulments new raiſed on the Fronts of 
Laurenſberg and Carl/thor. The like Pre- 
caution was uſed on the Front of the 
New Town, and oppoſite to the Hoſpital 
Gate, where Marſhal Bellie had al- 
ready made a Covert-way. 


The fixth of Auguſt we perceived 


that the Enemy's left Wing had extended 
itſelf towards the lower Moldau, a lit- 
tle beyond the Village of Rotock; and 
on the eighth of Auguſt they began to 
erect a Battery upon an Eminence which 
they occupied over againſt the Piedmont 
Chapel ; the Place ſo called has a great 
Garden in the fore Part of it, and 


faces the left Side of the Front of Cart 


bor. This Battery began to play the 
ninth of  Auguft at Eleven in the Morn- 
ing, and the Town anſwered with all 
the Cannon of the Front of Car//thor, 
which diſmounted ſome of the Enemy's 
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Pieces; but the Chapel of Piedmont, 
which lay much lower than the Enemy's 
Battery, and conſequently was intirely 
commanded by it, was of Courſe vaſtly 
incommoded ; nevertheleſs it bore the E-- 
nemy's Fire pretty well, and continued 
playing the whole Day with more or 
leſs Succeſs. 


At Break of Day we removed to the 
left of the Red-houſe four Pieces of 12 
Pounders and two of 24, which an- 
noyed the Enemy's Battery, that con- 
ſiſted of 12 Cannon only, to which af- 
terwards ſeveral Mortars were added. 
The next Morning we removed our 
Cannon from the Chapel, where it was 
quite uſeleſs. The eleventh of Auguſt 


the Enemy took Poſſeſſion in the Night 


of the Place called the Old Retrench- 
ment before Laurenſberg; ſo that it is 
from this Time preciſely we are to date 
the opening of the Trenches, The 13th 

in 


in the Morning the Enemy fir'd from 
this Quarter with two Batteries of five 


Mortars each. The 14th of Auguft the 


Enemy erected, during the greateſt Pant 


of the Night, faſeine Batteries round 
our Camp, upon the Eminencies that ex- 
tend along the Windings of the Mol- 
dau; four Pieces were mounted towards 
the Village of Tja, four towards Liben, 


three towards the Infirmary, and three 
towards the Croſſes. 


The I 5th, at Day break, they began 
to cannonade us, and continued it the 
reſt of the Day; whereupon we fent 
our heavy Baggage into the Town ; but 
Marſhal Broglio made no other Alteration 
in his Camp, but that of removing two 
Brigades of Cavalry, together with the 


Carabiniers, to another Camp behind the 


Infantry, where they lay leſs expoſed to 
the Enemy's Fire. We loft that whole

Enemy made, not above 30 Men. To- 
wards the Evening Marſhal Broglio or- 
dered Part of the Troops to remove into 
the Town, and the reſt to incamp in the 
Foffe. The 16th of Auguſt, though no- 
thing conſiderable happened, as the Ene- 
my contented themſelves with firing 
faintly from their old Battery, ſtill we 
perceived that they had poſted them- 
ſelves in the Red-houſe, which we had 
abandoned the Day before. The 17th, 
at Day break, we ſaw they had begun a 
Parallel, the left extending from the 
Red. houſe, and deſcending by the Right 
to St. Margaret's Valley, about 320 Fa- 
thoms long. This Work, though very in- 
confiderable in it ſelf, convinced us how- 
ever at laſt, of what till then appeared 
to us incredible, viz. that they intended 
to beſiege us; at the fame Time we 


concluded, they had fixt their Attack 
| againſt Laurenſberg Front, 


The 
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The 18th we found the Enemy had 
joined in the Night their new Parallel to 
that Part of the old Retrenchment they 
had taken Poſſeſſion of the 11th at 
Night; and that they had in a Manner 
buried themſelves the whole Length of 
their pretended Parallel, beginning from 
the Red-houſe to the Old Retrenchment ; 
notwithſtanding the whole Work was 
near 320 Fathoms diſtant from the 


Rampart. 


The ſame Day Marſhal Belliſſe ordered 
two ſmall Out-works oppoſite to the Baſ- 
tion on the left of Laurenſberg, which 
were completed with a diligent Exact- 
neſs ſome Days after, without the Ene- 
my's ever attempting to diſturb the 
Work. The Marſhal raiſed likewiſe 
ſome other Outworks; as a Lodgment 
upon a But of the Glacis on the left 
Side of St. Margaret's Gate, and ordered 
to be made a Coyert-way paliſadoed by 
— eneD — : my 
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way of Communication of the above- 
mentioned Work, with the advanced 
Part of the faid Gate. Moreover, he had 
taken Care to occupy the Bridge that is 
upon St. Margaret's Hollow, and a little 
Chapel that is on the other Side of a 
ſmall Stone Bridge. | 


The 18th at Night Marſhal Belliſſe 
propoſed a Sally with four Brigades of 
Infantry, Navarre, Orleans, la Marine, 
and Anjou, and 400 Dragoons in the 
Centre, which accordingly was executed 


the next Morning. Our Troops marched 
out in very good Order by three different 


Gates; the Right commanded by the 


Count of Danois, Marſhal de Camp, the 
Left by the Duke de Biron, alſo Mar- 


ſhal de Camp, and the Centre by the 


Marquis de Surgere, Colonel of Dra- 


goons. We proceeded in very great 


Silence to the Enemy's Entrench- 
\ ments; but as they had been appriſed 
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of our Deſign, at eight o Clock the 


Night before, by a Deſerter from the 
Regiment of Al/ace, they had ſtrength- 
ened their Trenches with new Troops, 
and waited for us with all Manner of 
Advantage. 


We arrived at the Enemy's Trenches 
a little before Day- break: Their Fire 
commenced as ſoon as they heard us 
approach, whilſt we were extending 
ourſelves in order to take in their whole 
Front; fo that they had Time enough 
to make feveral Difcharges, which killed 
ſome of our People: But this was all the 
Loſs we fuftained; for as ſoon as our 
Men fell upon them with their Bayonets 
at the Muzzles of their Muſkets without 


once firing, they made no Manner of | 


Reſiſtance, but took all to their Heels. 
Then we mixed pell mell with them 
in their Trenches, where the Slaughter 
at firſt was very great; but ſoon after 
I the 
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the Soldiers Fury being allayed, we took 
near 400 Priſoners, as well on the Left, 
as on the Centre and the Right; for the 
three Attacks were made at the ſame 
Time, as we had the ſame Road to 
march, and as we had a Signal given us 
by three Bombs thrown at the ſame 
Time from the Town, For the Space 
of two Hours, that we remained Maſters 
of the Enemy's Trenches from Right to 
Left, we were occupy'd in raſing and 
filling up their Works. The Enemy ap- 
proached immediately with all their Ca- 
valry, and the reſt of their Infantry: 
but never attempted to moleſt us for 
above an Hour that they were drawn 
up before us in Battalia, inſomuch that 
we had Time enough to ſend to the 
Town for Horſes to carry off the Ene- 
my's Artillery. But our Workmen, not 
fatigfied with nailing the Mortars and 


Cannon, had moreover, without Orders, 


quite deſtroyed the Carriages and Wheels, 
C 2 ſo

ſo as to render it impoſſible to draw the 
Artillery when the Horſes arrived, We 
were obliged then to content - ourſelves 
with carrying off two ſinall Pieces of fix 
Pounders, which the Count of Danois 
had ſent into the Town at the Beginning 
of the Attack, by our Workmen, who 
were at the Trouble of drawing them 
themſelves. In Revenge we nailed 13 


Mortars on the Left, and 11 Cannon: 


The Enemy had no Artillery as yet in 
their Centre; but we ſcattered about, 
and ſpoiled all the Powder they had in 
their Entrenchments, and ſet Fire to the 
Houſe that cover'd their Right, where 
our Left made their Attack, commanded 
by the Duke de Biron, We ſet Fire 
alſo to the Red-houje, but a little too 
late ; ſo that upon our retiring into the 
Town, they had Time enough to extin- 
guiſh it. Our Retreat was made with 
all imaginable Quiet; the Enemy not 


venturing to purſue us, nor even to re- 
| enter 
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enter their Trenches, till we had got into 
the Town, We believe the Enemy may 
have loſt in this Sally about 1500 Men, 
beſides the wounded, We took from 
them three Colours, a great Number of 
Arms, and all Sorts of Military Imple- 
ments. 


The 19th, at Night, the Enemy be- 
gan three Batteries behind their Parallel, 
one oppoſite to St, Margaret's Gate, and 
the other two on the Right and Left ; 
at the ſame Time they were at work at 
two Bomb Batteries, 'The 2oth, Mar- 
ſhal Belliſie gave Orders for the Mine- 
works to be continued, as alſo for ſeve- 
ral other Works to be farther advanced, 
ſo that a few Days after they were car- 
ried within 80 Fathoms of the Enemy's 
Trenches, when it might be ſaid in 
Strictneſs of Truth, that we were rather 
advancing towards them, and carrying 
our Trenches to their Parallel. All 
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theſe Works took in almoſt the whole 


Front of the Enemy's Right, oppoſite to l 
our Left; ſo that they had no Means or 
Appearance left of making their Ap- 
proaches, and drawing a ſecond Parallel, 


without driving us firft out of theſe | 
Outworks. 4 


But their Troops were fo diſheartened di 
after our firſt Sally, that not only they ' 
durſt not attack any of our ſmall Works, 
but they ſcarce ſo much as diſturbed our | 
Workmen ; on the contrary, we made 4 [ 
ſeveral fmall Sallies upon them, which | 


contributed very much towards retarding 

their Approaches, Since the 19th, their 

Batteries played with two ſmall Mortars * 4 

only; but as we concluded they had re- | 

[ paired their Batteries, and mounted more |

their Precautions, and to reinforce their 
Retrenchments as they judged proper. Ac- 
cordingly they poſted in their Trenches 
almoſt all- their Infantry, not kaving a- 
bove 1000 Men to guard their Camp. 
Their Cavalry were drawn up in order 
of Battle at the Head of their Camp, 
ready to ſupport their Infantry: This 
did not hinder us from marching towards 
the Enemy at five in the Afternoon. 
The Sally conſiſted of fix Brigades of 
Foot, Auvergne, Navarre, the King's, 
Orleans, the Queen's, and Predmont, 230 
Carabiniers on Foot, and 400 Dragoons. 
The Count de Danois commanded at 
the Head of the Left, where was alſo 
the Duke de Biron, as Colonel of the 
King's Regiment; Count de Berchiny, 
Marſhal de Camp, commanded the Cen- 
tre; and the Count de Villemur the Right. 
Our Troops moved on, all at the ſame 
Time, towards the Enemy, and with as 
much Order as if they were performing 
bs lg WR. their

their Exerciſes, and without firing a 
Shot, marched up directly to the Enemy's 
Trenches. The Enemy having waited {| 
for us till we came within Muſket Shot, 
then made a General Diſcharge, which 
having killed ſome of our Men, ſerved 
for a Signal to the reſt to haſten their 
March towards the Enemy, who not 
having had Time ſufficient to charge 
again, and not daring to encounter our 
Soldiers with their Bayonets at the Muz- 
zles of their Muſkets, began all to run 
away ſo precipitately that their Officers 
could not ſtop them. But the Hurry 
‚ and Confuſion they were in prevented 
their getting Time enough out of their 1 
Trenches; ſo that our Troops, who broke 
in upon them at the fame Time, found 
the Trenches yet full, and during the | 
firſt Moments of their Fury made a 
molt terrible Slaughter. The whole Mi- 
litary Execution was without firing a 
Gun, and only with the Bayonets at | 
the 
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mean while, ſome of the hotteſt of our 


Men purſued the flying Enemy with ſuch 
Ardour, that it was impoſlible to re- 
ſtrain them : Even the reſt of the Bat- 
talions followed them a little too far, 
in ſpight of their Officers; and were up 
with theſe Run-aways to their very 
Camp, in the midſt of their Squadrons 
drawn up in Battalia to ſupport them. 
Mean while, the Duke de Biron, having 
ſtopt the King's Brigade, contrived to draw 


our Men up again in very good Order, 


within Sight of the Auſtrian Cavalry, 
that never once ſtirred to oppoſe him; 
but happening to receive a Wound at 
that very Time, he was obliged to re- 
tire to the Covert-way, where he was 
wounded a ſecond Time by a Mulſket 


Shot, after having behaved molt gallantly 
during the whole Action. The other 


Brigades followed the Example of the 
King's, and rallying immediately, re- 
D turned 


81 
turned in very good Order to the Ene- 
my's Trenches. Whilſt our Troops were 
in Purſuit of the Enemy, our Workmen 
demoliſhed their Batteries, burnt their 
Gabions, and filled their Works with 
great Succeſs and Diligence, In our Re- 
treat. we halted in the Trenches, before 
we repaſſed them, till the Marſhals ſent 
'us Orders to withdraw into the Town. 
Me ſucceeded in our Deſign even beyond 
Expectation; for we were occupied in 
demoliſhing their Works during the Space 
of an Hour and half, and nailed nine 
Mortars, 'which was all the Artillery we 
found in the Trenches ; though we had 
ſarmiſed that they had mounted all their 
Mortars and Cannon, and upon that Sup- 
poſition had | reſolved upon the Sally. 
Certain it is that we had it fully in 
our Power, to have carried off all their 
Artillery if it had been in the Trenches, 
and ſo undeceive them with regard to 
their Enterprize, by depriving them of 
bunt all 
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all Poſlibility of continuing it, One 
Thing we can aver, that this ſecond Sally 
ſo completely diſheartened and diſpirited 
their Infantry, that they never after kept 
their Ground before ours, in all the petty 
Sallies that followed. 


It is no Exaggeration to ſay that they 
loſt in this Action above 3000 Men 
killed upon the Spot, without reckoning 
the wounded, 300 Priſoners, (amongſt 
whom were ſeveral Officers, and Major 
General Monti, Chief Engineer) and two 
Colours. On our Side we loſt about 
300 Men killed and wounded, and the 

Teſt Part of them as we re-entered St. 
Margaret's Gate, and by the Enemy's 
Fire from their Entrenchments, where 
their Officers compelled them to return, 
after our Troops had abandoned them, 
to make their Retreat into the Town by 
the Marſhal's Orders. 


D 2 The 
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penſion of Arms, to bury the Dead, 
which the Marſhals granted. From this 
Grand Sally of the 22d, the Enemy was 
occupied till the 29th in perfecting their 
- Redoubts and their Trenches. On our 
Side we contented ourſelves with making 
only ſmall Sallies, which however gene- 
rally ſucceeded in killing great Numbers 
of our Enemies, beſides the continual In- 
terruption of their Works. 


During this Space of Time the Enemy 


remained in a kind of Inaction, without 
firing either Cannon or Mortar; nor till 
the 29th would they venture to bring 
back into the Trenches their Cannon or 
Mortars, leſt we ſhould carry them off 
ſuch was the Conſternation they were in 
after our Sallies, In the Town every 
Thing was very quiet, and there ſeemed 
to be a perfe& Security for ſeven or eight 
Days, without any Appearance of a Siege 


On 


The 24th the Enemy demanded a Suſ-

on the Enemy's Side. But after having 
ſpent eight Days in fortifying their 
Trenches by Redoubts. raiſed with a 
great deal of Pains and Art, they ven- 
tured at laſt to bring back and remount 
their Cannon : They likewiſe planted new 
Batteries in the Centre, and augmented 
thoſe of the Right and Left, ſo as to 
begin to play upon the Town the 29th 
very briſkly with 39 Cannon and 24 
Mortars. Our Artillery anſwered them 
very ſmartly ; but this was not what we 
chiefly relied on for the Defence of 
Prague; it was our Sallies we truſted to, 
which we intended to renew with four 
or five Brigades as before, as ſoon as the 
Enemy ſhould come to their ſecond Pa- 
rallel ; and there it was we expected to 
have them. 


We continued till our petty Sallies, 
always with the ſame Succeſs, waiting 
to ſee whether the Enemy would ad- 
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advance out of their firſt Parallel to form 
a Second ; but this they did not think 


proper to venture on yet a while; but 
ſeemed contented with firing at a prodi- 


gious Rate from their Artillery upon our 
Works, and with throwing a vaſt Num- 
ber of Bombs upon our Ramparts, and 


upon the Town. Three Days this terri- 


ble Fire had continued with an equal 
Briſkneſs, when Marſhal Koningſeck ſent 
a Trumpet to Marſhal Belliſie to propoſe 
an Interview, which was agreed upon 


by both Sides for the 3 1ſt of AuguPt. 
But as Marſhal Koning /eck did only re- 
new the Propoſals, which we had' before 


rejected upon a like Occafion ; this laft 


Conference happened to be very ſhort, 
and both the Marſhals withdrew : with- 


out coming to any Concluſion. The E- 
nemy thereupon renewed their Fire with 
more Fury than ever, and levelled it againſt 


the Baſtions that are on the Right and 
Left of St, Margaret's Gate, which they 
2 deſigned 
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deſigned to batter in Breach. It is an 
eaſy Matter to form a judgment of the 
Effect their cannonading could produce 
at near 400 Fathoms Diſtance; ſtill it 
continued with the ſame Vivacity and 
Inutility till the raiſing of the Siege, 
without having ſcarce ſo — as a 
the n of the rs. 7 


The Mays now. rende that hw 
ſhould neyer be able to make a Breach at 
ſo great a Diſtance, and that for com- 
paſſing their Defign they muſt neceſſa- 
rily approach their Batteries, ,. attempted 
at laſt a ſecond Parallel, the Left of 
which they began the ſecond of Seprem- 
ber at Night; a Work of 200 Fathoms 
in Length: And the third of September 
alſo at Night they began the'-Right, 
which was 70 Fathoms long. Their 
Deſign was to take Advantage of a hol- 
low Way that was in the Centre, in 
order to fix there the Communication of 
I their

their Parallels. We ſaw through their 
Deſign that very Night, and ſtraitway 
ſet about diſturbing their Works, by 
ſmall Sallies of ten Grenadiers only, 
which incommoded them pretty much. 
But the fourth at Night we ſallied out 
with ſeven Companies of Grenadies upon 
the whole Front of their new Works, 
which ſucceeded fo far as to clear the 
Trenches entirely, and kill a great Num- 
ber of their Men. Marſhal Belliſſe or- 
dered afterwards two Culverines to be 


carried a ſmall Diſtance from the Ram 


parts upon the Extremity of the Right 
Side of the Out-works he had made on 


the Right of Laurenſberg; and as this 


Poſt was only 50 Fathoms diſtant from 
the Enemy's firſt Parallel, their ſecond 
Parallel and the whole Hollow were ſo ex- 
| poſed, that they durſt no longer work by 
Day, and by Night they ſuffered equally 
in their Trenches by our Sallies. The

fifth at Night, the Marſhals ordered a Sally 
of 12 Companies of Grenadiers upon the 
Enemy's new Work; four upon the Left, 
two againſt their Centre, and fix againſt 
their old Parallel on the Right: This 
Sally happened to have as good Succeſs, 
and rather better than the former, al- 
though the Enemy had ordered ſome Bat- 
talions to lye flat on their Bellies to re- 
ceive our People ; our Grenadiers drove 
them into their Trenches, and entered 
Pell Mell along with them, where after 
having ſlain a great Number of the E- 


nemy, we took 40 Priſoners, and a- 


mongſt them five Officers. The enſuing 
Nights, till the roth incluſive, theſe petty 
Sallies were repeated, and always with 
full Succeſs, having never retired without 


bringing in ſome Priſoners, and killing 


3 or 400 Men. After the ſeventh their 


Cannon did not ſeem to be pointed againſt 
any Place exactly, and the greateſt Part 
of their Bombs fell into the Town, or 
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went over it, ſo that they ſeemed to fire 
quite at Random: They even gave over 
working at their ſecond Parallel, which 
they had begun the ſecond at Night. 
The 11th their Cannon and Mortars fired 
ſtill more indiſcriminately, and only 20 
Pieces, and as if they intended rather to 
burn and demoliſh the Town, than to 
beſiege us; they threw into it all Sorts 
of Bombs, Balls, and artificial Fires. At 
length, towards the Evening, we per- 
ceived a great Motion in the Enemy's 
Army, and we ſoon after ſaw they in- 
tended to move off their Cannon, which 
accordingly they did the 11th and 12th 
at Night. The 13th they quitted their 
Trenches, at three of Clock in the Morn- 
ing, leaving behind them however a vaſt 
Number of Bombs, and other Military 
Implements. The 13th at Night they 
ſet Fire to their Camp, and began their 
March in two Columns towards Beraun, 
by Night, for fear that if they ſhould ſet 
8 out 
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out by Day, we ſhould be at their Heels; 
which might have been eaſily done, if 


the Marſhals had been pleaſed to remount 


the Cavalry and Dragoons, as we had 


upwards of 12000 Horſes, that are now 


in Poſſeſſion of the Officers, eſpecially of 
the Infantry, which they had taken in 


Exchange for their own Horſes, as faſt 
as thoſe of the Cavalry were killed. The 


Enemy marching off, left in the Neigh- 
bourhood of Prague about 7 or 8000 ir- 
regular Troops, the moſt Part Hungari- 


ans, Volunteers, or Pandours, with two 


old Regiments only of Huſſars, under the 


Command of General Fyſtititx. Theſe 


Troops compelled the Peaſants to remove 
together with their Effects upwards of 


two Leagues from Prague ; and at the 


fame Time took ſtrict Care to guard all 
the Avenues and Roads, where we might 
expect to receive Proviſions, General

rections for this pretended Blockade. 
This did not hinder the Marquis de 
Beauveau, Inſpector of the Cavalry, from 
making a very plentiful Forage on the 
15th in the Village of Michel, in Sight 
of Count Batbiani's Camp, who detach- 
ed, but to no Purpoſe, ſome Huſſars and 
Pandburs to diſturb us. The Marquis 
de Villemur, Marſhal de Camp, went 
out a foraging to the ſame Place every 
Day after ſucceſſively; ſo that this ſmall 
Village only furniſhed, for eight Days, 
Forage ſufficient for 12000 Horſe, which 
are ſtill in the the Town of fran.

All this while 1 for 1 Mouth 


were kept from us, as the Peaſants could 


not bring them in, becauſe the Huſars, 
Croatians, and - Pandaurs were Maſters of 
all the Poſts round abour, Wherefore 
the Marſhals reſolved to diſlodge them 
from all the Poſts in their Poſſeſſion. 


They marched themſelves. the 20th. in 
the 
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the Morning with two Brigades of In- 


fantry, and 7 or 800 Horſe. to the Vil- 
lages of Ziben, and of Podoly, - occupied 
by the Enemy. At. the ſame Time the 
Duke of Luxembourg: had Orders to at- 
tack St. Margaret and the Park; a. Lieu- 


tenant Colonel of Foot to attack the Re- 
trenchment of St. Procopius, whilſt the 
Bridge of Rotock was attacked by Mr. 


de Tier . Quarter- 
Maſter of the Amy. | 
We drove the Enemy from all their 
Poſts with great Loſs ; and the ſame 
Day, at five in the Evening, the Marſhals 
diſpatched the Prince de Deux Ponts, the 
Duke de Briſac, and the Chevalier de 
Groſlier ; the firſt to carry to the Empe- 
ror the Colours we had taken from the 
Enemy during the Siege of Prague ; the 
ſecond to give the King an Account of 
the Siege, and the laſt to make a Report 
of the raiſing of the Siege to his Impe- 
rial 


rial Majeſty. There remains ſtill in the 
Town, according to the laſt Review, 2 5000 
fighting Men, 2000 Horſes belonging to 
the Cavalry and Dragoons, 10000 to the 
Officers, and all Sorts of Grains for ſix 
_ Subſiſtence, In the Hoſpital there 
re gos Men ſick and wounded. 
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
